CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—At 6 o'clock yes- 


terday afternoon J. J. Higgins, an 
electrician, 
killed Mrs. Katie Mc- 


Laughlin, of 322 West Monroe street, 
and shortly afterward committed sui- 
cide. 
Higgins boarded with Mrs. MeLaugh- 


lin, and for some reason was asked to 
leave the house. As he had a position 
with the General Electric Co., and had 
lived with Mrs. MeLaughlin for a long 
time, it must have been for some other 
reason than the nonpayment of board. 
The lady has lived on West Monroe 
street for four months, and had Big- 
gins for a boarder in two other houses. 
On Carpenter street, it is said, Mr. Mc- 
Laugiilin threw the boarder out of the 
house. 
Since leaving Carpenter street Mr. 


MeLaughlin has resided at 478 Pulton 
street and apart from his wife. He was 
formerly a manufacturer of gas stoves, 
but is now foreman for George L Rood, 
in a similar business. His living apart 
from his wife gives foundation to the 
rumor that something besides money 
matters is behind the murder and sui- 
cide of last evening. 


Higgins shot at Mrs. Mclaughlin 


four times, the first three shots going 
astray. The fourth fire did the mur- 
derous work. As the woman fell, her 
little 11-year-old son Willie, ran to at- 
tack Higgins, who was a very large 
man, 35 years old. The man shot the 
last bullet out of his revolver at the 
little boy but missed him. The little 
fellow ran out of the house, called a 
doctor several doors away, and then 
went a block further and got a police- 
man. 


Higgins left the house and walked 


mp the street until a patrol wagon ar- 
rived, when he returned on the oppo- 
site side of the street, and standing 
with his face to the house where the 
murdered woman lay, fired four bul- 
lets into his own head. His body was 
removed to the county morgue. 


P. J. MeLaughlin, the husband, was 


notified and came to the house. lie 
wished to make an immediate search 
of the house for papers, but the police 
interfered. He then wanted to take 
his little boy away, but this was also 
denied him. He refused to make any 
statement and seemed very much ovei - 
come 
The bravery, self-possession 


and thought displayed by little Willie 
was wonderful, and would do credit to 
one many years his senior.

Of the Arrest and incarceration of Coniul 


Hollls at Mozambique. 


WASHING-ION, Nov. 17.—The facts in 


regard to the alleged insult to the 
Stars and Stripes implied in the re- 
ported incarceration of American Con- 
sul Hollis m the dungeons of a Portu- 
guese fortress at the Portuguese col- 
ony of Mozambique, Africa, which have 
been so much exaggerated in dibpatehes 
sent from this city, are officially stated 
as follows: 
United States Consul W. Stanley 


Hollis, of Massachusetts, shot a bur- 
glariously-inclined Kaffir one night in 
September, and the wounds proving 
mortal. Mr. Hollis was tried just as a 
British consul in a city of the United 
States would be tried under similar 
circumstances. The Mozambique ju- 
dicial authorities found the consul 
fruilty of «a crime which is akin to jus- 
tifiable homicide in Anglo-Saxon juris- 
prudence, but which under Portuguese 
laws appears to carry with it a mild 
sentence of imprisonment, evidently 
intended to restrain the Kaffirs from 
too much indiscriminate killing on 
slight provocations. The Mozambique 
penal code also has a unique provision 
that the prosecution may appeal and 
unless the appeal warrants an Increase 
of sentence the oonvie^ is awju^ted. 
The state department has been in- 
formed thati»<i«h an appeal has been 
noted, gceenmablv in the consul'* be- 
half and' that 'Mr. Hollis enjoys full 
y bppfys on his own, recognizance.

It will be seen by these figures that 


the increase was very rapid under the 
provisions of the McKinley tariff act, 
which 
provided for a bounty 
of 


2 cents a pound for the home product, 
which goes to show that this industry 
needs a bounty to develop it such as the 
industry in France and Germany had, 
and which in those countries made both 
large exporters of sugar, instead of im- 
porters; in other words, under a bounty, 
both those nations became sugar sellers, 
instead of sugar buyers. They export 
sugar instead of money, and import 
money instead of sugar. This bounty 
in those countries was a good invest- 
ment. It was good business. It would 
prove the same to us. 


The capital which had been invested 


in our seven-beet sugar plants up to 1893 
was about $2,000,000, and about 20,000 
acres had been changed from wheat and 
corn and oats producers to sugar beet 
producers. Upon this basis, were this 
industry encouraged until it produced 
all the sugar we consume ,which amounts 
to four billion pounds a year, it would 
require the use of about 1,500,000 'acres 
of land to produce the beets, every 
acre of which would, by this means 
be withdrawn from the production of 
wheat, oats and corn. In view of this 
mathematical fact the fallacy of the silly 
talk we have heard from ignoramuses 
and demagogues about the injustice of 
paying a bounty for sugar and not pay- 
ing a bounty on wheat, oats and corn 
may be seen. A sugar bounty if it will 
oper ate to bring our people up to pro- 
ducing their own sugar, not only bene- 
fits the farmer directly by taking out of 
competition in the production of wheat, 
corn and oats, the land used to produce 
the sugar beet, but creates a market for 
these cereals where the farmer needs a 
market the most. 


There is nothing in sight that would 


benefit our capitalists, our farmers and 
our laborers so much as the production 
of all the sugar we consume, and also 
the production of all the tin plate we 
consume, and yet the Democratic party 
has set its face against both these in- 
dustries. 
If these benefits are ever en- 


joyed by our people, they will have to 
come through the Republican party 
which ia the only party that doe* busi- 
ness on business principles in preference 
to barren theories.

The H. M. White pawnbroker store at 


229 North Water street was entered by 
robbers last evening between 6 and 7 
o'clock and property valued at »1500 
taken out of the big safe and carried off. 
The articles taken were 150 gold and 
filled watches, a lot of rings, one dia- 
mond and $40 in cash. Nearly all of the 
watches and rings were in pawn, on 
which anywhere from *2 to WO had 
been loaned, but Mr. White will not 
have to put up for the missing valuables. 
Parties securing loans signed cards 
agreeing that they would not hold 
White responsible in case of "loss or 
damage." All White will lose will be 
the money he loaned on the articles. 
He figures his personal loss at 11100. 


Mr. White does not employ a clerk 


He goes it alone day and night, preferr- 
ing to trust only himself in the peculiar 
business. He locks up when he goes to 
his meals. His home is at the corner of 
West North and Pine streets. He left 
the store at 6 o'clock last evening to go 
to his supper and when he came back 
he found the doors of the big safe 
near the front of the store open, the 
back door ajar, and the safe rifled of a 
considerable portion of its contents. 
The robbers had sprung the bolt cap on 
the back door by a steady push, and it 
was then easy to enter. The safe was 
not securely locked. The bolts were 
turned, and the combination was "on 
the half shell," left that way so that Mr. 
White could open the safe by a short 
turn. The party or parties who did the 
job were evidently familiar with the 
combination, for there was no evidence 
that 
any drills 
or 
powder 
had 


been used. The three boxes filled 
with boxes and rings were taken 
out and carried to the souihwest corner 
o£ the store where they were emptied 
without possibility of paseersby giving 
the alarm. 
The interior of the store 


was brilliantly lighted by electricity. 
Besides the watches and rings the rob- 
bers found $40 in cash, but overlooked a 
big roll of bills, many diamonds and 
mire valuable watches and gems in 
other sections of the safe. It is belie red 
the plunder was carried off in the over- 
coat pockets of the robbers. 


Mr. White notified the police at once 


and personally visited the depot to 'ell 
the trainmen of the robbery. 
He albo 


telegraphed to various points and 
got out descriptive cards which were 
sent out on the trains this morning 
Every possible effort will be made to 
locate the robbers and recover the prop- 
erty. White offers a reward of $100. 


In his hurry to notify the police Mr 


White left the back door of the store 
unfastened, and Mr. Stober, the mer 
chant policeman, who does not go on 
duty until 7 o'clock, found it open. He 
entered the place and remained in 
charge until Mr. White came back. 


The parties who committed the rob 


berj had evidently taken every possible 
precaution to prevent discovery. They 
did their work quickly and quietly and 
got away through the alley They will 
not have an easy time of it disposing of 
the watches 


There will be considerable mourning 


on the part of those who got loans on 
the valuables Hard times forced them 
to call on White. Now they will prob 
ably wish they had never called at the 
place.

ilone being 810,600,000 in cotton and 
82,400,000 in breadstuffs. 


Resumption of work and increase of 


working time have been more conspic- 
uous in the cotton industry than in 
others, but no increased demand for 
goods appears. Print cloths are un- 
changed and the market is dull. Few 
,hoe concerns have stopped or re- 
sumed, but shipments from Boston in 
two weeks have been 151,361 cases, 
n,,'ainst 112,681 last year, and 130,549 in 
1892. Orders for the cheapest goods 
have multipliedsothat most producers 
of buch goods are occupied until next 
year, but better 
grades are still 


neglected. In women's grain shoes 
manufacturers 
have 
sold 
largely 


at last year's prices, but claim 
the advance in leather adds 2 or 
3 cents to the cost, and insures loss, 
and they are accepting fewer orders. 
Leather manufacturers hold that they 
cannot sell more cheaply as hides arc 
at present. 
In finished products of 


iron the demand is OD the whole nar- 
rower, so that structural beams are 
lower; the barbed wire combination is 
broken, the strife in -nails continues 
at the lowest prices heretofore named 
and both gray forge and Bessemer are 
a shade lower at Pittsburgh. At the 
west there is a little more improve- 
ment. Manufacturers of winter wool- 
ens have good orders for this time 
of 
the year, many still running 


mainly on such goods, but there is 
a general failure of 
supplemental 


orders for spring goods. In Kersey 
cloakings there is prospect of a good 
season, and the retail trade in carpets 
has been encouraging. But sales of 
wool are again smaller than last year. 
Speculative markets have been stipu- 
lated in part by the call for bonds, and 
wheat has advanced one-half cent, 
corn one»half cent, and cotton a six- 
teenth. 
Western wheat receipts in 


two weeks ol November have been 7,- 
781,671 bushels against 12,168,830 last" 
year, but Atlantic export in two weeks 
have been only 1,029,355 bushels against 
1,770,643 last year and they are not in- 
creased by the advance in price, which 
is partly due to accounts of extensive 
feeding to cattle. 
In October over 


half 
the exports 
were from the 


Pacific coast, at less than 50 cents, 
so that this average for all export* 
was only 51.8 cents, against 68.5 last 
year. Corn receipts have been less 
than half of last year's, with exports 
insignificant. The cotton movement 
continues large, but sales were mad* 
at only 3.56 cent* for two days here, 
and at such prioss profits were poor. 
The stock market continued on Satur- 
day the advance begun last week, and 
in spite of realising was compsra- 
tivaly steady until Wednesday, but 
close with 
the average 31 cento 


per-share lower for railroads, and 81 
lower for trusts than last week. Bail- 
road earnings for the first week of No- 
rember are 5.8 per cent, lew than last 


year, *nd 11.8 per cent lees than in 


Reports for October show earri- 


ngs of about 850,000.000 in the United 
States, which are 5.9 per cent, less 
ban last year, and 8.8 per cent, less 
ban in 1802. Tonnage is ' slightly 
mailer owing to the reduced grain 
movement and a lower west-bound 
movement of dry goods and heavy 
rroceries, while east-bound tonnage 
rom Chicago for two weeks has been 
01,441 tons, against 113,737 lost'year, 
,nd 133.073 in 1892. Exchanges through 
all principal clearing houses for two 
weeks of November have been 1.4 per 
cent, larger than last year, but 21.3 per 
cent less than in 1892. 


Failures in the first week of Novem- 


jer were rather larger than of late, 
the liabilities amounting to $3,844,445,

WICHITA, Kan . Nov. 17.—The Pat- 


terson house at Harper was destroyed 
by fire early yesterday morning, and 
only through the heroism of Maud 
Schermerhorn, a girl of 16, was great 
loss of life prevented. There were 
thirty-eight guests in the house at the 
time, and many of them escaped with 
nothing hut their night clothes. Maud 
Schermerhorn was the first to awaken 
to the danger, and calling a companion 
the two tried to escape down a stair- 
way, but were driven back by the fire. 
Maud Shermerhorn's compainion faint- 
ed, and the young girl carried her 
through the smoke to a window, 
through which she lowered her to an 
abutting roof and thence to the ground.

In rush- 
ing out one of the guests noticed the 
prostrate form of the young girl and 
carried her out just in time, for a few 
moments later all the avenues of es- 
cape were cut off by flames. Many of

believed to have been a series of in- 
cendiary fires 
occurred 
Thursday 


night, and yesterday morning and as a 
result property valued at 8400.000 has 
been destroyed. Between midnight and 
6 o'clock no less than five alarms were 
turned in for different fires. Among 
the buildings burned was the Western 
Canadian block, at the corner of Main 
street and Portage avenue, where the 
fire originated and the Grand Union 
hotel on Princess street. The flames 
crossed the street and destroyed the 
large warehouse of Merrick, Anderson 
& Co. In addition to these buildings a 
number of smaller stores and dwellings 
were burned. 


The Western Canadian block was one 


of the finest buildings in Winnipeg. 
The ground story was occupied by 
Wright Bros., importers of English dry 
goods, who carried a stock valued at 
815,000, and by Mitchell, the druggitt, 
whose loss will exceed $75,000. This 
block was erected some five years ago 
at a cost of 8125,000. the lower floors 
being occupied by business firms, and 
the upper five stories being fitted up 
for offices occupied by insurance com- 
panies and professional men. The loss 
on Merrick Anderson ft, Co's ware- 
house is estimated at fully $125,000.

Japanese language, hence I understood 
only through an interpreter. After 
listening for awhile I was constrained 
to say to myself: "And lo! the poor In- 
dian!" According to his statements, 
his people in former times spread over 
the whole of Japan, and lived in 
peace and prosperity till the Japanese 
came, took their country from them, 
driving them into the cold regions 
of the north. The word "Ainu," 
according 
to 
Ainu interpretation, 


means "man;" according to Japanese 
interpretation, the same word spelt 
"Aino," is a compound word formed by 
writing two Japanese words: "A," an 
exclamation expressing contempt, and 
"inu," a dog—the hateful dogs. 
It is quite evident that these people 


did, in the remote past, inhabit the 
larger part of Japan. This we see by 
the Ainu names which still cling to 
many rivers, mountains, capes and 
bays. But they are one of those un- 
fortunate peoples; which seem destined 
to pass away before the advance of a 
more civilized race. At one time they 
must have numbered hundreds of thou- 
sands; now only about fifteen thousand 
remain in the 
secluded 
interior 


mountains 
of 
Yezo, 
and 
they 


are gradually diminishing in num- 
ber. One of 
the 
chief causes of 


this mortality is drunkenness. And 
the Japanese government is responsible 
for this. 
Japanese go among them 


peddling out their saki (rice whisky), 
and these hairy children of the moun- 
tains fall an easy prey to this traffic. 
They live mostly on the fruit of the 
chase; and always after a successful 
bear hunt a feast is held, which ends 
in a dead drunk on th s most unpalata- 
ble Japanese saki. 


Then, again, their manner of living 


in that severe northern region, where 
for half the year snow and ice" cover 
the ground, is another cause of their 
gradual decrease. Their houses are the 
merest excuse for shelter, and their 
clothing falls to protect them from the 
cold. 
They have no written language, and 


hence no books. Japan, which ex- 
changes her saki for the valuable skins 
and furs of the Ainu, has virtually 
kept these people in ignorance. Kor 
centuries she waged exterminating 
wars against them until they were re- 
duced to a conditon of utter helpless- 
ness and then left to themselves. Ja- 
pan, which would be indignantly of- 
fended should some one charge her 
with a little of heathanism, has made 
no effort to improve the condition of 
the Ainu. Their life is a cold, dark, 
dreary existence amid the northern 
snows of the Island empire. Their reli- 
gion is a kind of nature worship. 
Kamui (God) is seen and heard in 
all the manifestations of nature— 
in the flow of the river, the fall 
of the cataract, the whispering of the 
winds, the rush of the tempest, the 
rolling of the thunder; and the glades 
and dells of the forest are the favorite 
taunts ot the fairies. Legends innu- 
merable are stored up in their tradi-

The women are be- 
ng taught to sew and knit, and some 
western ideas are introduced into their 
lousehold affairs. Several bright boys 
and girls are taken into the mission 
schools to be educated, and will return 
;o live among their people.—The Voice. 


The Light of the "WchtnlnB Bae-" 


Of late the naturalibts have been losing 
sleep and filling a great deal of valua- 
ble magazine space in discussing the 
causes that produce the light emitted 
l>y fireflies. As is generally the case 
where much study and investigation is 
involved, there is a wide difference oi 
opinion. One school of scientists trace 
the phenomenon to the nervous system 
of the i sect; another to his respira- 
tion, while a third school have prepared 
an article of six thousand words to 
prove that the light is entirely depend- 
ent upon the poor bug's circulation. 
The b rden of evidence seems to be in 
favor of those who claim that the lumi- 
nous tissue is made up of fat globules, 
which are intermittently acted upon by 
the oxygen of the air and the phos- 
phorous of the creature's body.—St. 
Louis Republic.

in New York has increased so much 
that there are now employed in the 
work men who do nothing else, mak- 
ing of window-cleaning a regular 
trade. /The concerns engaged in this 
business make contracts for a year or 
for longer periods. 
The windows 


cleaned are mostly those of banks, 
stores and offices, but there are some 
householders who have their house 
windows cleaned by regular cleaners, 
One window-cleaning establishment 
has upon its list eleven private houses; 
it takes none less than *15 a month, 
and the prices range from that up to 
(25 a month. Prices, of course, depend 
upon the number of windows and the 
amount of work to be done. For ex- 
ample, for one bank with' a consider- 
able number of window*, the charge is 
$35 per month; for one Broadway cor- 
ner stone, f25 a month.

Before I left Paris I met one of the 


Journalists who was present at Caserio's 
•jxecution, and from him I learned that 
the guillotine knife is no longer a kni fe, 
but a piece of steel about one-eighth of 
an inch in thickness, oblique in shape 
and, with a beveled edge. Diebler, the 
present executioner of France, has 
made what he calls an -improvement" 
upon the old blade. After long prac- 
tice with the guillotine he discovered 
that a sharp edge was liable to deviate 
in its course when it came in contact 
with the vertebras, and now he relies 
upon the weight of the Knife, rather 
than the sharpness of the edge. Count- 
Ing the piece of lead which is fixed up- 
on it, the blade weighs nearly two hun- 
dred pounds, and it falling it "de- 
taches," to use Deibler's ownexpres- 
»ion, rather than cuts off the head. 


Apropos of executions, the death is 


innounced of Eugene Deraorest, tin 
old gentleman of benevolent aspect, 
who was very much respected in Vin- 
cennes, where he lived on his modest 
pension of three hundred and sixty dol- 
lars a year, hardly a soul being aware 
of he antecedents. In 1870 the French 
provincial 
executioners 
were sup- 


pressed by Adolphe Cremieux, ministei 
of justice. A chief executioner, with 
five assistants, was appointed, and had 
to live in Paris. His salary was fixed 
at about two hundred and forty pounds 
yearly, payable every month. Travel 
ing expenses were 
also allowed. 


The first assistant receives 
undei 


the arrangement of 1870 a sum of three 
thousand francs, the next two thou- 
sand five hundred francs and the oth- 
ers two thousand francs each. Eu- 
gene Demorest lived a very quiet life at 
Vincennes. He walked about in the 
streets alone, and never entered a 
wine shop. For some years he was a 
member of the Academy of Hygiene— 
an institution founded by a medical 
man for the prevention of infantile dis- 
eases—and on the books of that body 
the ex-headsman was entered as a re- 
tired accountant. 
The only person 


who was known to visit Demorest in 
his lodgings was a cabinet-maker from 
the Avenue Parmentier, who acts as an 
ess-stant to M. Deibler. The old ex- 
headsman was recently much troubled 
by the doings of the anarchists, and 
when he heard that M. Deibler was 
threatened he is said to have sent 
to the minister of justice a plan 
for the 
protection 
of the 
chief 


executioner and his machinery. Prior 
to his retirement from active service 
Demorest accomplished a double exe- 
cution in Bordeaux—that of a parri- 
cide named Desbats, and of a mur- 
derer and incendiary called Bonnecar- 
riere, who struggled violently before 
be was thrown on the oascule. Dem- 
orest died at the age of eighty-three, 
having survived his three sons, One of 
whom, had he lived, and had the office 
not been suppressed, would have in- 
herited his father's post of headman 
of Bordeaux and Aix. 


The first man who acted as chief exe- 


cutioner for the whole of France was 
Heindrich, who guillotined Troppinann 
in 1870. The communists burned the 
guillotine in 1871. Heindrich died in 
1872, and was succeeded by Nicolas 
Roch, a man much more common in 
personal appearance than his predeces- 
sor, who had almost a distingue 
air. 
Koch had a weakness for wearing 


gold rings in his ears, sailor fashion. 
In his time the allowances for the keep 
of the two guillotines were raised. 
Mme. Roch was intensely proud of her 
husband's mode of guillotining, and 
was in the habit of saying that he took 
the pompon, which may be interpreted 
as the "cake," for quick work. She 
»lso affirmed that her husband could 
never be replaced, but Constance Deib- 
ler, his successor, has proved the con- 
trary. M. Deibler has finished oft* sev- 
eral notorious criminals, such as Pran- 
zini and Prado. and he will also go 
down to posterity as the executioner of 
Ravachol. Valliant, Emile Henry and 
Caserio Santo. For an executioner his 
record is therefore a remarkable one. 
Deibler, who is in the hottest of water 
with the anarchists, has removed 
Erom his former residence in the Rue 
Vicq d'Azir tosuburban Auteuil, where 
his retreat is a secret. He always 
wears a tall hat, dresses in black, and 
carries an umbrella or stick when en- 
gaged in professional duties. He is the 
son of a headsman, and married into 
the family of Raseneux, the "executeur 
des Hautes-oeuvres" for the colony of 
Algeria. 
After all the guillotine is a very 


merciful means of death. Just think 
what sort of a time Caserio would have 
had something about one hundred 


I years ago in France. Damien*. in 1557, 
tried to kill Louis XV. The king was 


1 very slightly hurt, but a horrible 
! punishment awaited 
the 
criminal. 


The 
high 
court 
of 
parliament, 


tried him and 
sentenced 
him to 


be tortured to death. Damiens was 
taken to the Place de Grerc, where a 
scaffold had been, erected. Here he 
was stripped naked, slung by the arm*, 
breast and legs upon hooks; the blade 
of the knife with which he had com- 
mitted his crime was made red-hot and 
placed -in hi* right hand; hot lead, 
burning resin and sulphur, melted to- 
gether, were poured into the wound* 
made by the hooks, and then he wa* 
drawn and quartered by six horse*. 
For three hours be was tortured. Then 
his body was burned, and the dust 
thrown to the four wind*.—N. Y. Mail 
and Express.
